River Dredged 
To Aid Work 
On Battleships 


Dock Capable of Han- 
dling Dreadnaughts 
Under Way. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 14.—(P) 
Dredges are gouging a great hole 
in the Delaware river bottom to 
give the U. S. Navy facilities for 
building the world’s largest battle- 
ships in six months less time than 
normally. 

A navy yard spokesman said to- | 
|'day work was begun here four| 
'months ago on the country’s larg- | 
jest shipbuilding dock—a subma-| 
rine valley 1,500 feet long, 65 feet | 
deep and 200:feet wide at the bot- | 
tom. 

Such docks, he explained, one! 
a relatively new development in | 
naval architecture and have never 
been used for construction of any 
'naval vessel larger than a 10,000- 
ton cruiser. 

The new dock here, it was esti- 
mated, could handle superdread- 
naughts up to “possibly 60,000 
tons” if necessary—and it is ex- 
pected that a battleship can be 
finished in three years and a half 
instead of the four usually re- 
quired on “ways.” 

Instead of launching a battle- 
ship down ways at a steep angle, 
all that will be necessary to float 
a ship built in this dock is to flood 
the chasm, like filling a bathtub 
with water to float a toy boat.

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—(4)—In 
a courtroom crowded with grave- 
faced men and women, eight 
young theological students reiter- 
ated today their refusal to register 
for selective service and were sen- 
tenced to serve a year and a day 
in federal prison. 

Courtroom attaches said the 
scene was one of the most solemn 
they had witnessed when Federal 
Judge Samuel Mandelbaum, just 
before passing sentence, gave the 
men an opportunity to register “at 
this last minute.” 

The roll was called. Each re- 
fused and Judge Mandelbaum 
passed sentence. 

“Conscientious objectors” from 
Union Theological Seminary, the 
men pleaded guilty when they 
were inducted October 21 for re- 
fusing to register in compliance 
with the selective training and 
service act—a felony under fed- 
eral law. 

The court noted that the maxi- 
mum term possible was five years’ 
imprisonment and a $10,000 fine.

BUCHAREST, Nov. 14.—(P)— 
Despite ice, floods and earth- 
quakes, Germany has drawn a 
stream of more than 1,000,000 tons 


of oil from Rumania this year for 
her war machine and rising ‘im- 
ports are forecast: 

Many Rumanian refineries may 
be shut down several weeks due 
to damage from the tremors since 
Sunday, but reservoirs are full, 
and some companies had already 
been capping wells to restrict pro- 
duction. 

Until the refineries resume pro- 
duction again, shipment will be 
|'made from these stores. The only 

effect on Axis military plans may 

_be the consumption of reservoir 
stocks which otherwise might have 
been shipped south in event of an 
extensive campaign in the Balkans 
and Near East. 

American oilmen here express 
belief that shipments to Germany 
may approach 200,000 tons this 
month and the same in December. 
The highest previous month’s ship- 
ment was in May, 1936, when 194,- 
000 tons were moved. Shipments 
may reach a possible total of 
1,400,000 tons in 1940, compared 
with 1,285,000 tons in 1939, and 
1,705,000 in the record year of 
1936. 

The record-breaking 1940 total 
is being obtained despite a series 
of handicaps. In the first months 
of the year the Danube was frozen 
and oil had to go to the Reich by 
rail. Then came floods. During 
most of the year the Rumanian 
general staff practically monopo- 
_lized the single-track railways 
shuttling troop trains between the 
borders. 

The’ evacuation of Bessarabia, 
Transylvania and Dobruja also 
complicated the railway traffic sit- 
uation.

Fifteen Junkers were shot

losses during the entire day were 
only two planes. Total German 
losses during the day were put 
at 19. 

This great engagement was

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Heroes of the Sea 

In some far Valhalla today the men who 
over the long centuries have gone down to the 
sea in ships are toasting an officer newly 
piped aboard: Captain Fogarty Fegen, R. N. 

In a chill valley grave in the north Atlantic 
lies a proud ship—but high on its mast the 
great currents still are sweeping out the ensign 
lashed firmly there; lashed to the mast of a 
ship of peace that unquestioningly had an- 
swered the code of war—the Jervis Bay, un- 
sung in peace but in death enscrolled in the 
great book of the sea beside the name of her 
master, Captain Fogarty Fegen, R. N. 

' And the ghosts of Nelson, of Drake and 
Frobisher and Beatty and of our own Stephen 
Decatur are chuckling in high glee, ringing out 
a new toast—Taranto! 

Nelson, who went in after the enemy when 
they wouldn’t come out; Drake and Frobisher, 
sailors after a man’s own heart who took their 
little ships in against the mighty galleons,; 
Beatty, who with Jellico sent the Kaiser’s grey 
pride tumbling home from Jutland; Decatur, 
who punched home defeat against a foe seem- 
ingly secure in a tight harbor. Sailors all, to 
welcome to their proud tradition a new strik- 
ing unit of the navy, the air arm. 

In one bold sweep, the British navy has 
crippled. half. of. Italy’s battle line, releasing 
at least a corresponding number of the heavy 
fighting units needed to chase down on the 
high seas the raiding battleships of Nazi Ger- 
many or to stand guard in the Far East. One 
wonders whether the raiders will stand to 
and fight as did the gallant crew of the Jervis 
Bay, or whether they, too, will be scuttled 
ignominously in a foreign roadstead. The 
comparison between the Graf Spee and the 
Jervis Bay is, to say the least, invidious. 

It should not be forgotten, however, that 
although the gallant pilots of the British navy 
have struck a mortal blow to the Italian battle 
line, there remain the scouting forces and the 
underseas forces which actually are the main- 
~ stay of the Italian fleet. Many of these prob- 
ably are based at much safer ports. Discount- 
ing the two cruisers reportedly damaged at 
Taranto, Italy would still have available (on 
the basis of pre-war data and arbitrarily 
classifying the damaged cruisers as light ones), 
seven heavy cruisers, 10 light cruisers of 5,000 
tons and 12 so-called cruisers of 3,362 tons, 
105 submarines (less the 20 or so the British 
have captured, or sunk), and 130 destroyers. 
These last particularly emphasize the grave 
need of the British fleet for additional destroy- 
ers. Basically, the British destroyer fleet is 
designed for convoy duty as well as protection 
of heavier units of the fleet. Here we have a 
naval situation in which the fleet must de- 
tach large numbers of the vital convoy vessels 
to balance an unusual preponderance of de- 
stroyer strength. So that the chief value of 
the Taranto action is the probability of the re- 
lease of fast battle units of the British fleet 
for action against surface convoy raiders at 
liberty on the oceans. 

In this connection, it might also be noted 
that, while only three units of the pre-war 
British navy can match the so-called pocket 
battleships in speed and gun power, there are 
probably five battleships of the King George 
V class ready or nearly ready for service with 
the fleet which can easily match the German 
raiders in speed and far out-weigh them in 


gun power.

Will They Follow? 


Wendell Willkie’s speech of Monday eve- 
ning, setting forth his position as the titular 
head of the Republican party, was forthright 
and in good taste. 

His obedience to the will of the majority 
was straightforward and without any hint of 
equivocation. His advice to his party not to 
oppose merely for the sake of opposing; to for- 
get all bitterness and to give complete loyalty 
to the President of the United States in all 
matters affecting the nation’s welfare, was, 
in the best tradition, “Franklin Roosevelt is 
your President and my President,” he declared. 

There can be.no quarrel with his declared 
determination to continue debate of public 
issues which do not touch the national prepa- 
ration to make this country strong. Opposi- 
tion there must be or ‘the two-party system, 
so necessary to our form of government, will 
perish and with it the democratic form. A 
lively opposition, debating domestic and for- 
eign policies, will make for sounder govern- 
ment and will be of real assistance to the 
Democratic administration in fixing its policies. 

This is all well and good. There is, how- 
ever, a disturbing factor. After his nomination 
the Republican members of congress differed 
with Mr. Willkie’s views. If the opposition is 
to be a nagging, obstructionist opposition 
cloaking such petty tactics beneath Mr. Will- 
kie’s fine words, then will these words become 
empty and meaningless. From some other 
members of his party already have come in- 
dications they will seek to become an obstruc- 
tionist party rather than an opposition party. 

It will be interesting to see whether Mr. 
Willkie’s declarations or whether selfishness 
and opportunism will prevail in the Repub- 
lican party’s actions. 

As a faithful supporter of the Democratic 
party and of: Mr. Roosevelt, The Constitution 
applauds Mr. Willkie’s words but will reserve 
final decision until the Republican party mem- 
bers in congress give indication they will follow 
their leader. 


In Proper Surroundings 

The permission granted by the Board of 
Education for the holding of the dance at Tech 
High school following the Tech High-St. Pe- 
tersburg football game is a step in the right 
direction. It is altogether desirable that 
youngsters of high school age be provided op- 
portunity for social dances properly chap- 
eroned and under desirable conditions. _ 

Too many of our young people are indulging 
their jitterbug tendencies in juke joints and 
other places dangerous to their character and 
morals. It is to be hoped that the school board 
will follow the special permission granted for 
this dance by removing the general ban now 
placed against all such dances on school prop- 
erty. 

In the neighboring city of Decatur, high 
school dances have been held in the city 
auditorium following every football game this 
season. They have been properly chaperoned 
and sponsored by many of the best citizens of 
Decatur and the result has been entirely sat- 
isfactory. It has provided young people with 
social opportunities they could not have en- 
joyed otherwise and has contributed largely 
to the good conduct and general happiness 
which distinguishes’ the pupils in Decatur’s 
high school. 

There is nothing fundamentally objection- 
able about dancing. Ability to dance is an es- 
sential item of a well-grounded social educa- 
tion. It is healthful and conducive to better 
physical grace. Even jitterbugging contains 
no harm within itself. It may be absurd 
and fantastic but its only true objection lies 
in the surroundings where, too often barred 
from decent places, its addicts are driven. 

If by encouraging properly supervised and 
conducted dances for all high school children 
who wish to attend, the board of education 
can reduce high school patronage of question- 
able resorts, can decrease the number of auto- 
mobiles containing adolescents parked nightly 
on dark byways, it will have made a big con- 
tribution toward the happiness and well being 
of the rising generation.

| THE CAPITAL PARADE

BRICK-BATS FOR WILLKIE LAID ASIDE WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 14.—Wen- 


dell L. Willkie’s Monday night speech produced a really notable 
effect here in Washington. The New Dealers—even the fairly dis- 
interested New Dealers—have been slow to see the merits of their 
chieftain’s first really effective rival. But even they were im- 
pressed by the tone, the reasoning and the eloquent expression of 
Willkie’s epilogue to his strenuous campaign for the presidency. 
Whether or no Willkie wants their compliments, most ‘of them now 
give him credit for willingness to forget the spirit of faction and 
to join in supporting national unity. 

In truth, the noise of brick-bats being laid aside is almost audible 
in Washington at the moment. Great heaps of brick-bats had been 
prepared, for Willkie’s post-election behavior had caused the most 
lively concern, not only among the New Dealers, but also »mong the 
growing group of men who are here because they think foreign 
policy and national defense matter ten times more than any do- 
mestic issue. | 

The concern chiefly originated, of course, in Willkie’s election 
night statement to his campaign workers, declaring that the fight 
would go on, and refusing to concede defeat. It was the statement 
of a bitterly disappointed and horribly tired man. Yet it had such 
overtones that it was taken by many as proof that Willkie intended 
not to allow the campaign passions to subside, to keep. the country 
in a continuous political ferment, and to obstruct national policy 
at every point. This impression was partly confirmed by Willkie’s 
rather cold and grudging telegram of congratulations to the Presi- 
dent, omitting all good wishes for success in the White House. The 
President himself reacted sharply to both telegram and statement, 
as may be observed in the contrast between his chilly rely to Will- 
kie and the warm thanks he gave Senator Charles L. McNary for 
his more friendly congratulations. 


CALLING THE POT BLACK Although Willkie urged na- 


tional unity in a statement to 
the public made shortly after he sent his telegram to Hyde Park, 
the alarm did not subside. On the contrary, it increased markedly 
when the news leaked out that the Republican candidate planned 
to permit the Willkie clubs and the Democrats-for-Willkie to be- 
come permanent political organizations under different names. Nor 
was the concern wholly groundless in nonpartisan eyes. For a 
political organization must function to survive. The function of 
these organizations is to go after the President. And since the 
President will be preoccupied, virtually exclusively, with foreign 
policy and national defense, it seemed probable political disputes 


, of these questions could not be avoided. 


Real consternation ensued’ in many New Deal quarters, therefore, 
when Mayor Fiorello LaGuardia blithely announced that his organ- 
ization of independent voters for Roosevelt and Wallace would also 
be renamed and kept alive. A project along these lines had been 
discussed long before. LaGuardia acted, however, without consulting 
his vice chairman, Thomas G. Corcoran, or any of the other New 


Deal leaders whom he might have been expected to admit to his . 


confidence. Under normal circumstances, LaGuardia’s sudden move 
might have been accepted as an example of the mayor’s amiable 
impulsiveness. But, in this case, it made any attack on Willkie’s 
plan to continue his anti-Roosevelt groups look too much like the 
kettle calling the pot black. 


Despite this embarrassment, the brick-bats were hastily accu- 
mulated to toss at Willkie when the time came. Most of them were 
historical. There was the first Jackson-Adams contest, which went 
into the house of representatives, and was there won by Adams 
because old General Van Rensselaer, the last, quite ga-ga patroon, 
cast the deciding vote in the New York delegation after closing his 
eyes to pray for guidance, and opening them to see an Adams 
ticket on the floor. Yet Jackson did not organize an opposition to 
Adams. There was the contest in 1860 which Lincoln won with 
39 per cent of the popular vote, or 8 per cent less than the com- 
bined votes of the two Democratic candidates, Douglas and Breckin- 
ridge.

Dies Suddenly 


In Parliament 


Crumples While Reading |; 


Pledge of Loyalty 
to Britain. 


CAIRO, Egypt, Nov. 14.—(>)— 
In the midst of reading King Fa- 
rouk’s speech from the throne ex- 
pressing loyalty to Great Britain, 
Egyptian Premier Hassan Sabry 
Pasha crumpled to the floor and 
died today at the opening session 
of parliament. 

Sabry Pasha’s voice faltered and 
grew weaker as he read. Then he 
fell. The minister of health, Dr. 
Aly Ibrahim Pasha, administered 
first aid, but the premier was al- 


ready dead—of apoplexy, the doc- 
tor said. 

Deeply affected, King Farouk 
ordered that the body be removed 
to the premier’s home in the royal 
ambulance. 

Before setting out for the meet- 
ing of parliament, the King had 


invested the premier with the in-| 


signia of the Grand Collar of Mo- 
hammed Ali, highest of Egyptian 
honors. The premier was wearing 
the collar when he died. 

He collapsed only three feet 
from the King, whose eyes filled 
with tears when he was told the 
premier was dead. 

The government ordered a state 
funeral for tomorrow. 

Reading of the speech was con- 
tinued by the president of the 
senate.

Air Project 
For Atlanta 


Hartsfield, Ramspeck | 
Join in Correcting U. S. 
Misunderstanding. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.— 


Prompt action taken here today by 
Representative Robert Ramspeck, 


of Atlanta, with the co-operation 
of Atlanta’s Mayor Hartsfield, is 
expected to result in positive ac- 
tion by the War Department in 
connection with the establishment 
of the proposed Army Air Corps 
reconnaisance unit at Atlanta. 

' Through a misunderstanding, it 
was learned by Representative 
Ramspeck, Army officials had all 
but abandoned the project on the 
decision of engineers here that the 
proposed tract of land adjacent to 
the Candler municipal airport 
could not be used since too much 
grading work would be involved. 

Colonel Robert E. Olds informed 
the Atlanta congressman that the 
tract of land, offered to the gov- 
ernment on lease for $1 per year, 
was unsatisfactory and that the 
reconnaissance unit would be lo- 
cated elsewhere unless a more 
suitable site was found at Atlanta. 

Upon receipt of a telegram from 
Ramspeck conveying this informa- 
tion, Mayor Hartsfield replied by 
telegraph to the congressman as 
follows: 

“We leased site for Army on 
field which they themselves 
picked out. If any land offered 
is unsatisfactory nothing ‘thas ever 
been said to me about it. Army 
officials dash in and out so quick- 
ly I can never see them. Tell 
them to stay around longer and 
contact the city’s chief executive. 
We don’t know what is unsatisfac- 
tory as we can’t find out who is 
saying it. 

“Our application for extending 
runways, WPA form 313, project 
number 0-7945-50106, pending 
Washington with no action. Get 
after them as everything depends 
on prompt action there.” 

Following receipt of Mayor 
Hartsfield’s message, Representa- 
tive Ramspeck again consulted 
Colonel Olds, who, upon depart- 
ment inquiry, confirmed the may- 
or’s report. It developed that the 
land offered by Atlanta and ac- 
cepted by the inspecting officials 
on the site was rejected by Army 
officials here on the contention 
that too much grading work would 
be necessary, and the case was 
left virtually closed. 

“T feel that it is most fortunate 
that we have discovered the ap- 
parent misunderstanding,” Rep- 
resentative Ramspeck said. “I am 
confident that any difficulty re- 
garding the project can now be 
overcome and that the project will 
be undertaken at Atlanta.”

Yam Curing Plant 
Paying Dividends 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 
CARROLLTON, Ga., Nov. 14.— 
Potato curing plants established in 


Carroll county with Farm Security 
Administration financing are pay- 
ing dividends—especially for John 
C. Henry, of Sand Hill. 

Henry today was offered $100 
for 100 bushels of sweet potatoes 
cured in his 1,200-bushel capacity 
plant. This is practically double 
the price paid for raw, untreated 


yams taken straight from the field, 
Miles. C. Cook, FSA director in 
Carroll county, estimated. 

Average cost of the county’s five 
curing plants is about $500 each. 
FSA clients are doing a brisk busi- 
ness not only in curing their own 
product by the dehydrating, fla- 
vor-developing process, but in op- 
erating on either toll or cash basis 
for other growers. 

Curing especially develops the 
sugar contents of the potato, and 
is economical in cost of operation. 
Naturally, there is a shrinkage re- 
sulting from dehydration, bt‘ this 
loss is overcome many-fold by the 


fat price paid for the flavorsome, 
treated product.
